Recluse Had Just Been Warned 


“You must leave $500 under the stone at 
Thirty-fifth street and the Belt Line rail- 
way tracks at 6 o’clock this evening. If you 
don’t we will kil? you.” 

The only signature to the note was a skull 
and cross bones. 

Late in the afternon the old man went to 
the Brighton Park police station and re- 
ported the matter to Lieut. Egan. 

Detectives Lavelle and Welling were as- 
signed to the case and were in the vicinity 
of Thirty-fifth street and the railway tracks 


Victim’s Father Lends Rifle. 
On his way home from the station Moelten- 
tin stopped at the farm of John Schollens, 
Forty-firet avenue and Thirty-fifth street. 


Schollens and the old man have been friends | 


many years. 

He told Schollens of the bullet that was 
fired through his window and ot ther te that 
was pinned to the barn door. His visit to the 
Police station also was recounted. 

Schollens advised the old man to take a 
rifie that hung in the farmer’s kitchen with 
which to protect himself if the blackmail- 
ers attacked his house. 

After eating supper with the Schollens 
family, the old man slung the rifle over his 
shoulder and started homewaerd across the 
prairie. 


Detectives Lost; Boy Guides Them. 

Although Detectives Lavelle and Welling 
were concealed behind a freight car near the 
spot where the money was to be left, nobody 
put in an appearance up to 8 o'clock, so they 
went away. 

In searching the prairie for the house of 
Moeltentin, they saw a light that led themto 
the farmhouse of Schollens. It is half a 
mile from there to the little cottage occupied 
by Moeltentin. 

The detectives asked Schollens if he would 
accompany them to the old man’s cottage and 
his son, Garret, volunteered to lead the way 
across the lonely prairie. Two or three other 
boys in the neighborhood joined the party, 
which set out from the Scholiens farm about 
8:30 o'clock. 

Boy with Lantern in the Lead. 

Garrett Schollens, carrying a lantern, led 
the way. 

As the party approached the home of Moelt- 
entin they saw a light burning dimly in the 
frond window. When they got within a few 
feet of the house, Garrett Schollens was half 
a dozen yards in advance. The lantern was 
swinging in his hand. 

Old man Moeltentin had watched the rays 
of the lantern as the party neared the house. 
He thought the blackmailers were coming to 
make good their threat to kill him for not 
placing the $500 at the side of the raibway 
tracks: 

Boy Dead with Bullet in Brain. 

Grasping the rifle that Schollens had given 
him, the old man waited for the party to ap- 
proach close enogh to open fire. He fired 
through the window pane and the bullet 
struck young Scholiens in the head. The 
lantern fell from his hands and he dropped 
dead on the prairie. 

Before the old man could fire again the de- 
tectives shouted to him that they were po- 
licernen and not robbers. He ran to the door 
and opened it. When told that his shot had 
killed the son of his old neighbor, Schollens, 
hé broke down in a paroxysm of grief. 

It is probable that he will be exonerated by 
the coroner’s jury which will today investi- 
gate the case.

TEACHINGS PACK OF LIES.” 


Says He Has Charge of a Funeral a 
Month Directly Chargeable to Sect. 


In an address which bristled with the 
strongest denunclatory terms at his com- 
mand, the Rev. Johnston Myers last evening 
afraigned Christian Science as one of the 
greatest menaces of modern times. 

He denounced the entire Christian Science 
movement as a fabric of lies and fraud built 
upon a foundation of error.” 

He declared that the teachings of Mrs. 
Mary Baker Eddy were those of a physician 
with whom ‘she formerly was associated and 
whose teaching were also “ a pack of lies.’’ 

And, last but not least, he declared that to 
his own personal knowledge this delusion ”’ 
wae responsible for scores of deaths. He him- 
self had charge of at least one funeral a 
month, said he, which wae directly charge- 
able to Christiam Science. 


Speaks on Fallows’ Teachings. 

These accusations were laid at the door of 
Mrs. Eddy’s cult in the course of an address 
on Christian psychology in which Dr. Myers 
advocated the program of mental treatment, 
which also includes drugs and physicians, as 
outlined by Bishop Fallows. 

On the same platform sat Bishop Samuel 
Fallows, who, from time to time, nodded his 
approval of the vehement remarks of Dr. 
Myers. Bishop Fallows, in outHning his 
plans for treatment and cure of ils, also 
criticised and ridiculed the followers of 
Christian Science, but in milder tones. The 
meeting was held at Dr. Myers’ church, the 
Immanuel Baptist, at Twenty-third street 
and Michigan avenue, where a class for the 
study of Bishop Fallows’ teachings was or- 
ganized. 

Dr. Myers began by discussing what he 
called the common sense method of treating 
flis, then gradually worked around to Chris- 
tian Science, Mental Science, and other be- 
liefs of this sort. 

“Christian Scientists will tell you that 
there are no human ills,” said he. Still 
they have hundreds of healers with their 
great signe out in front of their doors, 


Founded on Insidious Falsehood. 

“I want to tell you that their belief is a 
mass of lies, founded on falsehood of the 
most insidious sort. At their meetings you 
hear more lies than at any other meeting of 
the kind, or any other kind for that matter, 
in the world. 

“They tell you of magical chres which 
never were made, or where the supposed pa- 
tient never was sick or injured. Just the oth- 
er day I learned of one of the leaders who 
got up in a meeting and told of having broken 
her arm in three places, then cured it with 
her own efforts. It so happened, however, 
that there was an old woman living in the 
same flat with her—a women who never left 
the house and, consequently, saw her every 
hour of the day~who never had heard of the 
accident at all. That is the way with most 
of their marvelous cures 


is that human lives are being sacrificed to 
this delusion every day. There isn’t a week 
—no, I will say month in order to be exact— 
that somebody personally known to me does 
not die as a direct result of his belief in this 
delusion. 

How many times bave I looked down 
into the casket which held some friend whose 
life was the price of his belief in this delu- 
sion. In many cases it has taken but two 
weeks for death to follow the ‘ conversion ’ 
to this belief. 


Cites Martyrs to the Faith. 

“I remember that the first woman who 
left this church to become a member of the 
Christian Science organization died within 
two weeks. She went bravely, however, 
glorying in her agony. She declared to the 
last that there was nothing the matter, that 
she was quite happy, and that she felt no 
pain. 

“Why, there ie a ‘ healer’ who lives but a 
short distance from my own house—a few 
blocks from this church—who had been 
claiming to heal others, but finally got down 
seriously fll herself. Her father was sum- 
moned and found her in great agony. 

Now, if you wish to you may lie there 
in your pain all night,’ he suggested. 
‘But if you want a physician I will sum- 
mon one as soon as you say the word.“ The 
word was said, the woman was taken to a 
hospital, and an operation wes performed 
for appendicitis according to the physicians’ 
material plans. 

“There isn’t a hospital in this city which 
does not hold Christian Science members 
who are being treated with medicine and by 
physicians. I will admit I am a bellever in 
some patent medicines myself. 

What we are going to do, according to 
Bishop Fallows’ teachings, is to embrace ail 
of the common sense methods of curing our 
ils There is no reason to exclude any of 
them. Let us have our good mental sug- 
gestions, let us have the beneficial medicines 
and the physicians, as well as the bible 
teachings. They all are good.” 


Bishop Fallows Voices Approval. 

Bishop Fallows declared Dr. Dowle’s 
teachings, Christian Science, Mental Sei- 
ence, and New Thought all deserved to be 
classed together. There was not a spark of 
truth in any of them, he said. 

Following his explanation of his theories 
of Christian psychology, a class was organ- 
ized which included the names of nearly 200 
members of the church. In this class are 
many men and women who declare they have 
ailments which they believe will be cured 
by the new teachings. The first meeting of 
the class will be held at the chureh next 
Monday evening.

Gustav Lindahl, Robbed, Starts 
Prosecution, Disappears.

Gustav Lindahl, 853 West Huron street, 
one of the oldest and most rens employees 
of the Westerholm Brewing ‘company, has 
furnished his friends and the police with a 
mystery which may develop into a cage with 
few precedents. 

Lindahl has been missing for eight days. 
He dropped out of sight a week ago last 
Sunday afternoon as completely as if an 
abyss in the street had opened and swal- 
lowed him up. The theory held by those 
who seek to account for Lindahl’s where- 
abouts is that either he has been murdered 
or is being held out of the way so that he can- 
not prosecute further two men who robbed 
Kim on Nov. 24. 

Threats of bodily injury had been made to 
Lindahl by friends of the two robbers and 
he was warned openly to drop the case or 
something would happen to him. Backed by 
his employers, however, he continued to 
fight. The robbers were held to the grand 
jury, and were awaiting trial on bonds A 
prison sentence awaited them if Lindahl’s 
identification held good. This was the situ- 
ation at the time of the disappearance. 


Robbed in Sight of Firemen. 

The robbery which is believed to have 
started all the trouble occurred at Thirty- 
fifth street and Ashland avenue. Lindahl, 
who drives a beer wagon, was attacked in 
the sight of a city fireman and two piano 
movers who made no effort to help him. 
The fireman advised Lindahl to give the two 
men al the money he had, Lindahl gave 
them $85, his day’s receipts, after they had 
knocked him down and kicked him. 

A few days later police of the Thirty-fifth 
street station arrested Patrick Kane and 
Dennis Buckley for the holdup. Lindahl 
identified them at once. At the police court 
hearing they were held to the grand jury. 
The day of the hearing, Lindahl’s friends 
say, he was approached and advised to 
drop the case. He refused to do 80, even 
when told that he would get his money back.

Small Quakes Cause Fires. 

There have been numerqus slight quakes in 
Messina in the last few days. Some have 
been severe enough to rekindle old fires and 
throw down some of the ruin. 

One of these fires occurred in the municipal 
bufiding. The city records were consumed 
and a high wind carried the burning paper 
far into the air.and scattered it over the 
warships in the harbor. The fire communi- 
cated to the building of the Bank of Italy, 
where $15,000,000 in paper money was stored. 
The energetic efforts of the firemen and 
sailors, however, served to control the 
flames, and the money was removed to a 
warship. 

Sickening stenches arise from the countless 
decomposing bodies, and the air for many 
miles out to sea is polluted. Vultures are con- 
gregating to prey upon thedead. It would be 
a blessing if fire should reduce what is left 
of these two cities to ashes. 


Quake Radius Forty Miles. 


The radius of ruin and death extends back 
with dec ng intensity for forty miles on 
the mainiand and for thirty miles in Sicily 

The work of rescuing and transporting the 
wounded and homeless survivors is attended 
with the greatest confusion. The task of 
digging out and burying the dead at both 
Messina and Reggio has been abandoned. 
The bodies are being covered with quicklime 
when this material is available. 

The scenes in the town are heartrending. 
Eight thpusand soldiers and sallorg are still 
searching for those who had been trapped 
alive beneath the wreckage. 5 

Little groups ot men, women, and chil- 
dren, half-clothed, sleep huddled together 
on the piers, crazed and numbed with grief 
and terror, They are awe: the ‘boats 
to take them away. Where they are taken 
they care not; their only desire is to leave 
this cursed spot, where they had lost their 
loved ones, and their homes. No family is 
complete. 

Survivors b with Grief. 

When interrogated these unfortunate crea- 
tures can only lift dumb eyes that have gone 
dry of weeping and call on the saints tosave 


them. 

Behind thie line of refugees there are a 
number of improvised hospital stations 
where the injured as fast as they are brought 
from the ruins on stretchers are given first 
aid before being embarked on .steamers for 
transportation to Naples, Leghorn, Catania, 
Syracuse, or Palermo. 

At one of these stations eleven wounded 
were brought in one hour on Friday. They 
were almost naked, their bodies covered with 
blood and dirt, and they could hardly be rec- 
ognized as human beings. 

The last was an Italian soldier who had 
distinguished himself in the work of rescue. 
He had fallen from a height of three stories 
while trying to extricate an old woman im- 
prisoned in an attic, and he was mortally 
hurt. His mind wandered and he talked of 
his sweetheart and tried to sing a song of 
the people before he lost consciousness. 


Rescue Work Is Hastened. 

Although confused and without system, 
the work of rescue has been carried on 
bravely by night as well as by day. Search- 
lights on the warships flood the ruins with 
their rays and give light to the salvage par- 
ties. 

The brunt of the work has fallen upon the 
sailors, foreigners as well as Italian, and all 
have done their duty nobly. Praises of the 
Russians are on every lip. They hesitated 
before no danger, digging under tottering 
walls or entering the unsafest shells when 
asked to do so by some frantic woman who 
had not lost all hope that husband or child 
was still alive. 

One correspondent made two tours about 
the wrecked city through streets piled twen- 
ty or thirty feet high with débris. Beautiful 
churches, splendid villas, in the foothills, 
hospitals, barracks, and the university all 
shared the common lot. Two-thirds of the 
magnificent Norman cathedral, the pride of 
Messina, is in ruins, and little or nothing re- 
mains of the relics of Phoenician, Greek, Ro- 
man, and Saracen architecture which marked 
the stages of Messina s twenty-six centuries 
ot tragic and tumultuous history. The loss 
to the world will be irreparable. 


Cave-In Kills a Prisoner. 

Here and there he encountered salvage 
parties at work. One party was trying to

R of the disaster are so dazed 
and worn out that they are incapable of de- 
scribing their experiences connectedly, but 
the accounts of all agree that the devasta- 
don was accomplished in less than one min- 
‘ute. The strata below the strait slipped 
along the line of a fort, then a tidal wave 
rushed in and out, and all was over. 

All those capable of analyging their sensa- 
tions say that when the shock came they 
felt an upward thrust of the earth. This 
was followed by an oscillatory motion, and 
the ctust of the earth vibrated. Few of the 
survivors are able to explain how they es- 
eaped. They know only that amid falling 
plaster and masonry they managed to jump 
safely from windows, or stumble down crum- 
bling stairways.

‘Congress Passes Bill Giving Big 
Italian Relief Fund. 


RED CROSS SUBPLY GROWS. 


President Says Griscom Is a Good Man 
| to Handle Work. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—- [Special. 
Congress today voted a relief fund of $800,000 
for the earthquake sufferers in Italy. The 
sum was granted almost immediately after 
the reception in both houses of a message 
from the president calling attention to the 
calamity and the pressing need for aid. 

The president’sa signature was not affixed 
to the bill tonight, ae it did not reach him, 
neither the vice president nor the speaker 
having signed it. The house had adjourned 
and Speaker Cannon had left the cepitol 
before the senate passed the measure. 


Vacation Stopped Earlier Work. 

Only the fact the national legislature was 
adjourned for the holiday recess when the 
earthquake ocourred prevented earlier ac- 
tion, although by the president's direction 
and witb the confidence of congressional ap- 
proval supplies.aboard the naval ships Cel- 
tic and Culgoa intended for the battleship 
fleet: were diverted and ordered delivered te 
the scene of suffering and want. 

Confident the further contributions of the 
American public will justify its assumption 
of responsibility in authorizing Ambassador 
Griscom at Rome to charter and load with 
supplies a relief vessel, and also to trans- 
port refugees, the American National Red 
Cross adviged the necessary means where- 
with to meet the suggestion of the ambas- 
sador and his committee of Americans in 
Rome. 

Faith in Griscom’s Work. 

Efficient handling of the money which has 
been contributed by the United States gov- 
ernment for the relief of the sufferers is the 
assurance which President Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary Root, and other officials of this gov- 
ernment expressed today. The fullest confi- 
dence is placed by them in the special com- 
mittee appointed by Ambassador Griscom. 

Assistant Secretary Bacon cabled Ambas- 
sadot Griscom to draw upon this government 
for $100,000 the minyte he received authentic 
news that the bill had become a law. 

After a conference with the president Sec- 
retary Bacon said President Roosevelt, Mr. 
Root, and all others who have to.do with the 
handling of the money which has been appro- 
priated have the utmost confidence in the 
wisdom and executive ability of the special 
committee at Rome to use the money in such 
a way as to obtain the best possible results. 

“The members of this committee,” said 
Mr. Bacon, “are known personally by the 
president, Secretary Root, myself, and oth- 
ers, and we feel sure that every cent will ac- 
complish ite greatest good.”’ 


Committee Will Use $100,000. 
“Of the congressional appropriation $100, - 


| 000 will be made available to Mr. Griscom 


for the use of his committee. Of this amount 
half will be used by him for the ship which 
is being fitted out. The remainder he will dis- 
tribute through our coneular and vice con- 
sular representatives at various pointe as 
they have need for it. 8 
Money will be needed for months. It will 
be necessary to distribute throughout the 
various towns of Italy to earthquake suf- 
ferers who are not able to makea living or 
find work in the places where they first are 
taken.” .

“On the contrary, I have always not only 
deprecated but vigorously resented the prac- 
tice of indiscriminate attack upon congress, 
and indiscriminate condemnation of all con- 
gressmen, wise and unwise, fit and unfit, 
good and bad alike No one realizes more 
than I the importance of coéperation be- 
tween the executive and congress, and no 
one holds the authority and dignity of, the 
congress of the United States in higher re- 
spect than I do. 

I have not the slightest sympathy with the 
practice of judging men, for good or for il, 
not on their several merits but in a mass, as 
members of one particujar body or one caste. 
To put together all men holding or who have 
held a particular office, whether it be the 
office of president, or judge, or senator, or 
member of the house of representatives, and 
to class them all, without regard to their 
individual differences, as good or bad, seems 
to me utterly indefensible; and it is equally 
indefensible whether the good are confound- 
ed with the bad in a heated and unwarranted 
championship of all, or in a heated and un- 
warranted assault upon all. I would neither 
attack nor defend all executive officers ina 
mass, whether presidents. governor, cabinet 
officers, or officials of lowér rank; nor would 
I attack or defend all legislative officers in 
a mass.

Says He Is Misunderstood. 


“This allegation in the resolution, there- 
tore must certainly be due to an entire 
faildre to understand my message. 

“The resolution continues: ‘That the 
president be requested to transmit to the 
Rouse any evidence upon which he based his

“JT am well aware, however, that in any 
case of this kind many members who have 
no particular knowledge of the point at issue 
are content simply to follow the lead of the 
committee which had considered the matter.

Tawney and Smith, without having had the 
opportunity to know much as to the rights 
and wrongs of the question.

officers of the government. 

“Incidentally I may say that in my judg- 
ment there is ample legal authority for the

Quotes Cortelyou as Authority. 

„I call attention to the fact that in thie 
letter of Secretary Cortelyou to Mr. Taw- 
ney, as in my letter to the speaker quoted 
below, the explicit statement is made that 
the proposed change will be for the benefit 
ot the criminals, a statement which I sim- 
ply reiterated in public form in my mes- 
sage to the congress this year, and which Ts 
also contained in effect in the report of the 
secretary of the treasury to the congred@s. 

A careful reading of the Congressional 


arguments advanced me ee of the limita- 
tion proposed by Mr. Tawney's committee, 
beyond what may be supposed to be con- 
tained by implication in certain sentences 
as to ‘abuses’ which were not specified, 
were those contained in the repeated state- 
ments of Mr. Sherley. 

„Mr. Sherley stated that there had been 
‘pronounced abuses growing out ot the use 
of the secret service for. purposes’ other 
than those intended,’ putting his statement 
in the form of a question, and in the same 
form further stated that the private con- 
duct’ of ‘members of congress, senators,’ 
and others ousht not to be investigated by 
the secret service, and that they should not 
investigate a ‘member of congress who had 
been accused of conduct unbecoming a gen- 
tleman and a member of congress. In addi- 
tion to these assertions couched as questions, 
he made one positive declaration, that ‘ ts 
secret service at one time was used for the 
purpose of looking into the personal conduct 
of a member of congress.’ 


Finds Only One Real Argument. 

“This argument of Mr. Sherley, the only 
real argument as to the merits of the ques- 
tion made on behalf of the committee on ap- 
propriations, will be found in columns 1 and 
2 of page 5,566, and column 1 of page 5,557 of 
the Congressional Record. In column 1 of 
page 5,556 Mr. Sherley refers to the im- 
propriety of permitting the secret service 
men to investigate men in the departments, 
officers of the army and navy, and senators 
and congresemen; in column 2 he refers to 
officers of the navy and members of con- 
gress; in column 1, page 5,557, he refers only 
to members of congress. His speech puts 
most weight on the investigation of members 
of congress. 

What appears in the record is filled out 
and explained by an article which appeared 
in the Chicago Infer-Ocean of Jan. 8, 1904, 
under a Washington head line, and which 
marked the beginning of this agitation 
against the secret’ service. It was a special 
article of about 3,000 words, written, as I 
was then informed and now understand, by 
Mr, L. W. Busbey, at that time private sec- 
retary to the speaker of the house. It con- 
ained an utterly unwarranted attack on the 
ecret service division of the treasury de- 
partment and its chief. The president then 
quotes extracts to bear out the message’s 
characterization of the article. 


What He Calls the Real. Issue. 

“But all of this,” continues. the . mes- 
sage, “is of insignificant importance 
compared with the main; the real 
This issue is imply. Does desire 
that the government shall have at its die- 
posal the most efficient-instrument for the 
detection of criminals and the prevention and 
punishment of crime, or does it not?.

Government Recovers Vast Area. 


The message continues: 

In connection with the Nebraska prosecu- 
tion the government haa by decree secured 
the return tothe government of over 1,000,000 
acres of grazing land; in Colorado of more 
than 2,000 acres of mineral land, and suits 
are now pending involving 150,000 acres more. 

All these investigations in the land cases 
were undertaken in consequence of Mr. 
Hitchcock, the then secretary of the interior, 
becoming convinced that there were exten- 
sive frauds committed in his department, and 
the ramifications of the fraude were so far- 
reaching that he was afraid to trust his own 
officials to deal in thoroughgoing fashion 
with them. One of the secret service men 
accordingly resigned and was appointed in 
the interior department to carry on this work. 
The first thing he discovered was that the 
special agents’ division or corps of detectives 
of the land office of the interior department 
was largely under the control of the land 
thieves, and in consequence the investiga- 
tions above referred to had to be made by 
secret service men. 

“If the present law, for which Messrs. 
Tawney, Smith, and the other gentlemen I 
have above mentioned are responsible, had 
then been in effect, this action would have 
been impossible, and most of the criminals 
would unquestionably have escaped. No 
more atriking instance can be imagined of 
the desirability of having a central corps of

Other Secret Service Work. 


“From 1901 to 1904 a successful investiga- 
tion ot naturalization affairs was made by 
the secret service, with the result of obtain- 
ing hundreds of convictions of conspirators 
who were convicted of selling fraudulent 
papers of naturalization. 

“The fugitives, Greene and Ga r. Im- 
plicated in a pecullarly big government con- 
tract fraud, were located and arrested in 
Canada by the secret service, and thanks to 
this they have since gone to prison for their 
crimes. 

“The secret service was used to assist 
in the investigation of crimes under the 
peonage laws, and owing partly thereto nu- 
merous convictions were secured and the 
objectionable practice was practically 
stamped out, at least in many districts. 

The most extensive smuggling of silk and 
opium in the history of the treasury depart- 
ment was investigated by agents of the se- 
cret service in New York and Seattle, and 
@ successful prosecution of the offenders 
undertaken. 

Assistance of the utmost value was ren- 
dered to the department of justice in the 
beef trust investigation at Chicago, prose- 
cutions were followed up, and fines inflicted. 

The cotton leak scandal in the agricul- 
tural department was investigated and the 
responsible parties located. 8 

What was done in connection with lot- 
tery investigations ig disclosed in a letter 
just sent to me by the United States attor- 
ney for Delaware, running as follows:

Louisiana Lottery company, was entirely the 
work of the secret service. This ex- 
tellent work was accomplished by Mr. Wilkie 
and his subordinates.

Stands By All His Charges. 


“The facts above given show beyond pos- 
sibility of doubt that what thé secretary 
of the treasury and I had both written prior 
to the enactment of the abnoxious provision, 
and what I have since written in my mes- 
sage to congress, state the facts exactly as 
they are. 

To use the secret service in the investt- 
gation of purely privaté or political matters 
would be a gross abuse. But there has been 
no single instance of such ab- during my 
term as president. 

“In conclusion, I mor earnestly ask, in 
the name of good government and decent 
administration, in the name of honesty and 
for the purpose of bringing to justice viola- 
tors of the federal la wo wherever they may 
be round, whether in public or private life, 
that the action taken by the house last year 
be reversed. /( 

“When this action was taken the senate 
committee, under the lead of the late Sena 
Alligon, having before it a strongly worded 
protest from Secretary Cortelyou like that 
he had sent to Mr. Tawney, accepted the 
secretary's views; and the senate passed the 
bill in the shape presented by Senator Allison. 
In the conference, however, the house con- 
ferees insisted on the retention of the pro- 
vision they had inserted, and the senate 
yielded. = 9 .

Judge Smith is a member of the appropria- 
tions committee which adopted the ameitd- 
ment regarding the secret service complained 
of by the president and Secretary Cortelyou. 
He was active in support of the amendment 
on the fehr of the house, and secyred its 
passage over the protest of the president and 
secretary of the treasury. He, with Mr. 
Tawney of Minnesota, was one of the con- 
ferees on the part of the house, and insisted 
on the amendment being made a part of the 
law after it had been rejected by the senate. 


Stewart Case in the Message. 

In his original message to congress, Pres 
ident Roosevelt declared that the amendment 
in question had been and could be of value 
only to the criminal classes. In his present 
message just submitted he cites the case of 
Mr. Stewart, which was worked up by « 
secret service man who has now gone back 
to his original work of protecting the pregi- 
dent and the president elect. 

The inference apparently in the president's 
message is that Mr. Stewart, now under in- 
dictment in Omaha but living m Council 
Bluffs, was one of those who was benefited 
by the amendment in question. The presi- 
dent does not mention ngressman Smith, 
but the inference also is generally drawn that 
as Mr. Stewart lived in Council Muffe he 
brought social and political influence to bear 
upon his congressman, who in turn through 
his position on the appropriations com mit- 
tee codperated with Mr. Tawney to secure 
the passage of an amendment preventing 
the use of secret service men in the interior 
and justice departments of the government. 

The beneficiary of such action would be, 
among others, Mr. Stewart, who has not 
yet been tried under the numerous indict- 
ments still pending against him. 


Stand by Congressman Smith. 

While the president's message seems fo 
bring the responsibility home pretty close to 
Congressman Smith, his friends and neigh- 
bors here have every confidence in his up- 
rightness and they believe that any action 
he might have taken in regard to the secret 
service was due to the fact that he honestly 
believed those agents of the government had 
been unjust to Mr. Stewart, who is a fellow 
townsman and a boyhood friend of the con- 
gressman. 

The connection between the two involves 
some social and political history of Council 
Bluffs; which, in view of the statements made 


without bias, Wo as to let the people judge 
themselves whether Congressman Smith 
imposeti upon by the friends of Me man in- 
dicted for conspiracy to defraua the govern- 
ment, of perjury, and of procuring false state- 
ments by other persons, or whether he merely 
used his official position to help a friend out 
of a hole.

Stewart Rich and Popular. 

Charles T. Stewart of Council Bluffs is a 
wealthy and popular man, one of the good 
fellows of the city, And a well known amateur 
sportsman. He ig secretary of the Milldale 
Farm and Live Stock Improvement com- 
pany, secretary of the Omaha-Council Bluffs 
Railway and Bridge company, which is con- 
trolled by the Omaha-Council Bluffs street 
railway company. 

Mr. Stewart's father, John T. Stewart, was 
in the wholesale grocery business in Coupcil 
Blaffs with Joel T. Stewart years Ago. 
They attempted to run a business in Omaha, 
hut failed. . 
Charles T. Stewart, whose case is cited by 
President Roosevelt, was indicted for per- 
jury in the United States court in Omaha for 
swearing that he lived with his family on 
government land in Nebraska, whereas, it 
was alleged, that he and his family have al- 
ways livel in Councih Bluffs, where, as has 
been told, he has large personal interests. 

Another indictment charges the illegal 


sentment by the grand jury alleges con- 
spiracy with one Stuart Welker, to defraud 
the government in land transactions. 

The indictments were filed May 16, 1907. A 


ruled Dec. 12 following. Gurley and Wood- 
rough, attorneys for Stewart, filed a printed 
brief on the motion to quash the indictment, 
and Assistant Attorney General 8. R. Rush 
hae filed a reply. The court has not yet 
acted on the final motion. 


Counsel and Client Bond Denied. 

For some time rumors were in circulation 
here and in Council Bluffs to the effect that 
at one time Congressman Smith had been an 
attorney either for Mr. Stewart or for hie 
father, but this is flatly denied by Mr. Smith 
and others, and faile of verification when 
the oldest lawyers and judges in the town 
Are asked about it. 

There are, however, other connections, m- 
nocent enough in their way, which show the 
friendly relations between the two, making 
it possible, it is held, that Mr. Stewart and 
his friends succeeded in impressing the con- 
gressman with the belief that a real injustice 
had been done the indicted man, which could 
be cured only by legislation in congress. It 
is held, therefore, that Mr. Smith may have 
been. honestly and earnestly vigorous in 
pressing the amendment which President 
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ted partially at the instance of Con-

Says Courts Cannot Stop the Use 
of Personal Liberty.

RELIES ON PEOPLE’S AID. 


Free Speech Will Be Maintained at Any 
Cost, He Declares. 


New York, Jan. 4.—[Special,]—John Mitch- 
ell, second vice president of the American 
federation, who, with President Gompers 
and Secretary Morrison, now rests under a 
sentence of a prison term pending an appeal 
because of the violation of a court injunc- 
tion in the Buck stove case, told an audi- 
ence tonight that when he chose to explain 
the attitude of labor in the present punitive 
action brought against him he would have 
an audience too big to fill any hall in New 
York. 

Mr. Mitchell started his address with @ 
statement that tonight s occasion was not the 
time for him to give his side of the case. He 
finished by delivering a crisp doctrine on the 
rights of labor as he saw them which he drew 
by reviewing the case which he had at first 


promised to ignore. 
Wants to Criticise Also. 
“There is some question about my right 
to talk, seid Mitchell“ that is, say about 
my right and say what I think. Liberty 
of speech and the liberty of the press do not 
mean Hberty merely to say things that please 
those in authority. The Russian Jew prob- 
ably is the most oppressed man on earth, but 
he has full liberty to say or print things in 
praise of the czar. The negro slave never 
wae denied the right to sey things in praise 
his master. 
5 But the liberty guaranteed by the const i- 
tution of this country is the liberty to say 
those things that do not please—to criticise. 
If it did not mean this, what excuse was there 
for the amendments that followed the con- 
stitution before this country’s organic gov- 
ernment was established? This liberty is 
inviolable, it will remain. Gompers, Mitch- 
ell, and Morrison may go to jail, but the 
right to speak or print things that. don't 
please will remain. 

„The cost of maintaining this liberty may 
be that a few labor leaders will suffer in- 
conveniences by going to prison. But, like 
the shamrock mn Ireland, the faster you pluck 
‘em, the thicker they grow. There probably 
are many better men than Gompers, Mitch- 
ell, and Morrison outside of, jail who will 
take up the fight they have waged should 
they be forced behind the bars. 


Forced Into Talking Boycott. 

The federation of labor official was forced 
into a comment upon the boycott by a chance 
interpellation into his address from the au- 
dience. 

“And how about the boycott?” came a 
voice. Mitchell paused for a minute and then 
turned to his questioner. 

„es, said he, let every man spend his 
money where he pleases. I'll spend my 
money where I please and Tu buy union 
products every time. I shall not buy the 
product of an unfair house and no agency 
in America of whatever nature can make 
me do #0. I intend to preserve my liberty 
and one of my liberties is to refuse to buy 
the product of a firm that uses unfair labor. 
Because of my present position as one con- 
demned to jail I would not advise one union 
man one thing now that I would not have ad- 
vised and did not advise three weeks or three 
years ago. The fact I may go to prison does 
not weigh a particle in the soundness of this 


advice.”

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Supreme Court Refuses to Con- 


sider Negro Soldier’s Appeal. 
LAND FRAUD TRIALS HURT, 


Quashing of Indictments Against Colo- 
rado Men Is Upheld. Zits 


* 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme court today gave both a victory and 
defeat to President Roosevelt. The victory 
came when the case brought by a negto 
discharged following the Brownsville inci- 
dent wes dismissed, the defeat was in an 
alleged land fraud case, one of which the 
president was urging. : 

In the Brownaville case the plea of Oscar 
Reid, one of the negro soldiers, was dis- 
missed, the court holding that the amount 
involved, $122, was not sufficient to juetify 
the bringing of the case to the Supreme court. 
The negro claimed $122, salary due since 
his dismissal. Justice Holmes in dismissing 
the case said the court could make no ex- 
ception to the act of 1891, fixing $3,000 as 
the — limit on which a case may be 
appealed 

The right of the president, as commander 
in chief of the army, to discharge without 
honor the negro soldiers of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry was really involved in the case 
as presented to the court. Reid brought suit 
in the United States District court tor the 
Southern district of New York to recover 
his pay and emoluments from the time of his 
discharge until July, 1907. The District 
court held he had been merely hired by t 
government and was subject to dismissal a 
the will of his employer. The effect of to- 
day’s decision is to affirm this finding. 


Nation Loses Land Cases. 
The Supreme court today delivered an 
opinion in the Colorado land fraud cases 


“which contained little or no comfort for 


the department of justice in its endeavor to 
bring to justice the prominent persons who, 
it was. alleged, had acquired too much land 
under the provisions of the timber and stone 
act. ae: 

In three cases, involving. nearly a dozen 
Colorado citizens, the court ‘affirmed the de- 
cision of the federal court at Denver, which 
in effect quashed the indictments brought 
by the department of justice and discharged 
defendants 


The Williamson land fraud case of Ore- 
gon, wherein a congressman was indicted 
and convicted for having obtained an ex- 
cessive amount of land through the employ- 
ment of agents who followed out the gov- 
ernment requirements in regard to patent- 
ing their 8 otments, was cited 
in the opinion rend by Justice White 
today. 

The decision today practically brings to a 
fruitless end extensive litigation which was 
undertaken by the department of justice in 
that section. 


Porto Rico Held a Territory. 

That Porto Rico is a territory within the 
meaning of the federal extradition statutes 

was declared by the Supreme court in de- 
a a the case of Abraham Kopel vs. 
Theodore A. Bingham, police commissioner 
of New York. 

Kopel ig a fugitive from justice at Porto 
Rico, where he le charged with embezzle- 
ment. He fied to New York, and on a requi- 
sition from the governor ot Porto Rico was 
arrested and held in. custody for trans- 
portation to Porto Rico. He resisted the pro- 
ceeding and filed a petition in the New York 
courts for a writ of habeas corpus, which 
was refused. The Supreme court today af- 
firmed the decision. 


SEEKS TO HASTEN CONGRESS. 


Prince of Illinois Introduces Bill Pro- 
viding for Change in Time of 
Convening. 


Weshington, D. C., Jan. 4.—[Special.)—A 
bill designed to return congress immediately 
into a regular session on March 4, 1900, and 
every other March 4 thereafter, was intro- 
duced today by Representative Prince of. 
Illinois. 

It provides that immediately upon the ex- 
piration of congress the regular’ session of 
the succeeding congress shall begin and con- 
tinue as long as there are mat ters of public 
necessity which require attention. 

Representative Prince assgrts that much 
too long a period elapses ween an elec- 
tion of congressmén and the time when they 
commence to discharge the obligations which 
are contained in the party platforms. 

Mr. Prince says a similer bill was passed 
by congress during the Thirty-ninth congress 
and remained a law throughout the Fortieth, 
Forty-first, and Forty-second congresees, 
when it was abolished. 


WAR UPON RULES CONTINUES. 


“Ingurgente” of House Plan More 
Changes in Methods Dinner 
Will Aid Scheme.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—[Special.}—The 
so-called insurgents of the house of repre- 
sentatives, who held several meetings pre- 
vious to the holidays to consider a revision 
of the rules of the house, have determined 
to keep their organization intact and to dis- 
cuss forms which they think are neces- 
sary in order to effect a fair system of legis- 
lation. 

Representative Gardner of Massachusetts 
has issued invitations for all the insurgents, 
at present some thirty in number, to join 
him at a dinner at the Metropolitan club 
tomorrow evening. It is proposed at that 
time to lay further plans for revising the 
house rules. 


NATION WASTES ITS WORKERS. 


One-Third of 30,000 Men Killed An- 
nually Could Be Saved by 
Changes in Factories. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—The total an- 
nual mortality from accidents in the United 
States among wage earning men is between 
30,000 and 35,000, of which at least one-third 
and perhaps one-half should be saved by in- 
telligent and rational factory inspection, 
legisiation, and control. 

There were also approximately 2,000,000 
accidents that were not fatal, curtailing the 
normal longevity among these exposed to 
the often needless risk.

Decision ot Supreme Court 
Holds New York’s 80 Cent 
Law as Valid.

PRICES ON STOCK BREAK. 


Consolidated J Declared Trust; Is 


Given Chance to Appeal 
After Test. 


New York, Jan. 4.—[Special.}—The diver- 
gence of opinion locally on the Consolidated 
Gas case today was most marked, although 
specific information upon that phase af the 
subject most directly interesting the large 
number of gas consumers—namely: the dis- 
position of $9,000,000 of excess payments 
made since May, 1006, was not forthcoming. 

Just when the 390,000 gas conegmers will 
get back their $9,000,000 cannot’ be told, 
neither how they will get it, until the court 
speaks again. In the meanwhile, the pru- 
dent will look up their gas bills (receipted), 
which if, thrifty as well as prudent, they will 
have saved. It may or may not be necessary. 
for them to produce these receipts in order to 

recover the excess payments. The corpora- 
tion counsel expects them to receive their 
rebates with little difficulty. The lawyers 
for the gas company preserve abs@lute si- 
lence on the topic of repayments. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel William P. 
Burr is confident the compapy will not go 
to court again; that it will refund the excess 
collections under the prescriptions of the 
court yet to be announced; and that it will 
supply gas at the legal rate of 80 cents. He 
does not believe the company will go into 
court again even after a trial of two or three 
years under the 80 cent law and attempt to 
show the court thet that rate lo tantamount 
to confiscation of ite property. 

Stock Badly. 

Not since Judge Landis imposed the $29,- 
000,000 Standard Oil fine has Wall street 
deen so gurprised over any market develop- 
ment as was the case today when the news 
of the decision in the Consolidated Gas case 
eame off the wire. The company had scored 
so often in the lower courts'that victory for 
the company was thought to be a foregone 
conclusion. 

Speculators and investors had bought the 
stock and kept buying it until its price had 
ad vamced from 74—the low mark in the panic 
—up to 167%. The stock opened today at 
165% and was selling at 164 when the news 
of the decision reached the floor. 

The brokers were dazed for an instant, but 
soon rushed to the gas post to unload, and 
there was a reminder of the panic times. 
The stock under this first selling declined 
from 164 to 158. From this point there was a 
decline to 138, the low price of the day, and 
then a rally to the closing figure of 141. 
There was a net loss of 214% points on trans- 
actions in 52,900 shares. 


» Decision by Supreme Court. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—Speaking for 
the entire membership of the Supreme court 
of the United States, Justice Peckhem to- 
day announced the decision in the cases of 
the public service commission of New York, 
the city of New York, and the attorney gen- 
eral of New York vs. the Consolidated Gas 
company of New York City, which involved 
the validity of the 80 cent gas law of that 
state. The decision upheld the law, but it 
contained the intimation that if, after prac- 
tical test, the rate should prove to be un- 
remunerative, the gas company should have 
the privilege of reviving the case. 

The United States Circuit court for the 
southern district of New York, which grant- 
ed an injunction against the enforcement of 
the law, was reversed, but was instructed to 
diemiss the case wtihout prejudice. 

The court merely announced ite conclu- 
sions and it was stated by Justice Peckham 
that the full opinion would be placed on fille 
at some time in the future. Owing to the 
fact that there has been much speculation as 
to the gharacter of the court's dec Non, Jus- 
tice Peckham took the precaution of not 
having the result of th®court’'s deliberations 
committed to print. 

It was stated by Justice Peckham that the 
company had fafled to make a case, but the 
lower COurt was directed to dispose of the 
matter in such a way as not to prejudice the 
company in case it should be discovered that 
the 80 cent rate is unremunerative. . 

An important feature of the decision is the 
finding to the effect that the value of the 
franchise of the companies constituting the 
consolidated company, as fixed by them at 
the time of the consolidation, could be prop- 
erly regarded as a part of the capital of the 
company for the tesuance of stock. 

Text of the Decision. 

Following is Justice Peckham's announce- 
ment of the court's conclusions: 

Under all the circumstances, the com- 
plainant has failed to make out its case with 
that degree of clearness necessary to war- 
rant the interference of a court of equity 
before an actual and bona fide test has been 
made. 

Continuing, the court said: This is not 
a case for the valuation of good will. The 
complainant has, in fact, a substantial 
— of the gas business in the city of 
New York. and those who wish to use gas 
must take it from complainant. In this case, 
as there is no possibility of competition, 
there should be no allowance for good will. 

“As it may possibly be that a practical 
experience of the effect of the acts by actual 
operation under them might prevent the 
complainant from obtaining a fair and just 
return upon its property used in its business 
of supplying gas, the complainant in that 
event ought to have the opportunity of again 
presenting its case to the court. Therefore, 
the decree is reversed, with directions to 
dismiss the bill withéut prejudice.”

the packing plant and not subject to the use 
of thé rallroad in discharging ite duties to 
the general public. 


Three Courts Decide the Same. 

The company and its officers were there- 
fore found guilty of granting rebates and a 
fine of $40,000 was imposed on the company 
and a fine of $10,000 each on Faithorn and 
Wann. The Court of Appeals sustained that 
verdict and the Supreme court, although 4 
to 4, technically affirms that decision. 

Attorneys for the Alton road in their argu- 
ments and briefs pointed out that the dollar 
a car refunded merely amounted (averaged 
on a period extending over four years) to 
interest on the cost of the switch tracks which 
were owned by S. & S., and that thie pay- 
ment was made because usually the railroads 
themselves built the switch tracks. The 
attorney general agreed that this was true, 
but contended that the furnishing of. the 
track facilities in itself was a rebate. 

It was this point that both shippers and 
railroads desired to have cleared up by a 
definitive decision by the court of last resort. 
Railroad attorneys were not satisfied last 
night with the tie vote of the Supreme 
court, claiming the matter was thus left in 
an unsettled and confusing state. 


C. P. TAFT GOT OUT OF RACE 
ENTIRELY ON OWN INITIATIVE. 


Neither President Elect, Hitchcock, Nor

That Charles P. Taft eliminated himself 
from the contest entirely in the Interest of 
party harmony in the state, and on his own 
initiative, is remarked with vigor. By re- 
maining in.the fight, it is asserted, he could 
have made possible the election of a dark 
horte, at least.” But that he recognized that 
the result of such a course would work hayoc 
in the Republican party in the state, and 
chose rather to voluntarily take himself.

CLEANING CARS. 

That much discussed tuberculosis exhi- 
bition that is drawing thousands of New 
Yorkers was recently visited by 2,500 em- 
ployés of the Interborough Rapid Transit 
company. After listening to a discussion 
of the tuberculosis problem, they were 
addressed by the general manager of the 
transit company. He described the ef- 
forts put forth by the company to pre- 
vent the transmission of disease through 
its cars. The summary is worth noting. 

Maple strips have taken the place of 
floor mattings. Every night the 2,500 
ears are sprinkled with a solution of car- 
bolic acid. The floors are then swept 
clean and the dust removed from wood- 
work and seats by careful wiping with 
cheesecloth. Once a week, at least, the 
floors are scrubbed with a strong solu- 
tion of soft soap and alkali. Once a 
month the cars are cleaned with an oil 
emulsion which removes the fine dust. 
Once a year each ear is repainted, var- 
nished, and oiled. Even the straps are 
cleaned each night with an acid solution 
to destroy germs. 

One of the Chicago L.“ roads reports 
that its cars are swept and brusted 
every night and washed twice a Week. 
with antiseptics. Its smoking cars ‘are 
swept out every trip. Every car is im 
spected each trip and made as tidy as 
possible. The windows are kept clean, 
and an earnest effort is made to maintain 
a uniform temperature. Other roads fol- 
low much the same plan. 

There may be occasional exceptions. 
But there are evidences that cleanliness 
and sanitation are looked after by trans- 
porta tion companies far better than they 
used to be. The through trains on the 
railroads, the street cars, the cars on the 
elevated roads, show, as a general rule, 
that modern ideas about transmission of 
disease are appreciated and that effort is 
made to meet them through more care of 
public conveyances. Perfection may be 
distant, but definite progress is plain. |

. The prince and princess have no sons, but 
two daughters, who have inherited their 
mother’s altogether remarkable beauty. 
One of them is married to Don Angelo Chigi 
of the great Italian house of that name, while 
the other, a lady in waiting to the queen, is 
the wife of Don Leoni Caetani, prince of 

eano and heir to the dukedom of Sermonet- 
a, famous as a statesman and asa scientist. 
The great Roman palace, of which the long 
absent princess has now resumed the scepter 
of mistress, is one of the grandest in the 
Eternal City, and was built away back in the 
fourteenth century, on the Square of the 
Aposties, having had among its occupants 
Popes Martin V. and Julian II., as well as that 
celebrated CardinalBorromeo, who was sub- 
sequently canonized St. Charles.

China is looked on as in a state of quasi 
tutelage, but unfortunately it cannot be 
made to act on the advice tendefed it, no 
matter how sensible it may be. 

The reasons which the foreign minis- 
ters mean to assign for deprecating the 
summary removal of the leading Chinese 
statesman of his day are not known. 
It is uncertain, therefore, whether they 
believe that foreign interests in China 
have been affected by the substitution of 
a man who once showed himself hostile 
to foreigners for one who proved him- 
self a real friend. It may be taken for 
granted, however, that the change is in- 
imical to the cause of reform in China. 
It is to slow, judicions reform that one 
must look for the prosperity of China and 
its greater value, from a commercial point 
of view, to Europe and America. 

The Chinese government has called 
Yuan Shi Kai’s removal an act of “ clem- 
ency.” Manifestly he fears further acts 
of “clemency,” for he has hurried to a 
seaport where he will be under British 
protection. Possibly the prince regent 
and his advisers, all Manchus, may think 
it unsafe that a man not of their 
should occupy a high office. They may 
guepect him of cherishing the belief that 


be ascribed to a broken heart, since there 
is no other term that answers so well. 

Such things are touching; and such things 
have been made the basis of some of the 
finest poems in the world; and in all these 
poems, from the lament of Yarrow to the wail 
for the lost Lenore, the victims are young, 
always young and beautiful.
